PASSENGER SHIP ASHORE;

The Bear of Pacific Coast Line Goes 
Aground in Fog and Famous 
War Craft Stands By: 


San Francisco, Cal., June 14.—The pas- 
senger steamer Bear of the San Francisco 
and Portland Steamship company went 
ashore tonight in a fog at Sugar Loaf, a 
Promontory seventy miles south of Eu- 
reka, according to advices received here. 
The battleship Oregon is reported stand- 
ing by. A life saving crew from Eu- 
reka has gone to the vessel's aid. 

News of the disaster was received by 
the radio operator at the United States 
naval training station here. The life 
savers left Eureka at 11:15 p. m. The 
sea was reported calm, but there was a 
heavy fog. A number of smal! boats were 
reported leaving the Bear and it was be- 
lieved the passengers were being trans- 
ferred to the Oregon. 

The Bear was in command of Capt. L. 
N. Nopander, a navigator of long experi- 
ence on the coast. According to G. L. 
Blair, general manager of the San Fran- 
cisco and Portland Steamship company, 
the Bear, which left Portland Tuesday 
night, carried a crew of eighty-two. He 
did not know, he said, how many pas- 
gengers there were on board. He said the 
vessel was valued at about $1,000,000. 


100 PASSENGERS ABOARD.

tions, whieh was not so harmonious. 
Several spirited fights over the presi- 
dent’s planks and outside suggestions 
as to the tenets of the party faith 4 
cropped out. 


WILSON APPROVAL ASKED. 
Senator Stone of Missouri and Senator 
James of Kentucky submitted the prop- 
osition to hasten the nomnnations to Sec- 
retary of War Baker, the chief spokes- 
man of the president, tonight. Mr. Baker 
indicated that he would take the matter 
up with the White House over the long 
distance telephone in the morning. 

If the president, whose slightest wish 
is being implicity observed by this un- 
bossed convention of the untrammeled 
Democracy, interposes no objection, the 
proposed change of procedure will be 
put through the rules committee when 
it meets at 10 o'clock in the morning 
and reported to the convention for adop- 
tion. 

Senators Stone and James reminded 
Mr. Baker that there is ample precedent 
for the alteration in plan. At Baltimore 
in 1912 William Jennings Bryan caused 
the convention to nominate the candi- 
dates before the consideration of the 
platform. . 


MAY HOLD VICE PRESIDENT.

Stirs Attention at St. Louls 
—All Got Tickets. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 14. 

All day today was Chicago day at the 
St. Louis convention. 

Had the Chicago delegation, e 
it up for Roger O. Sullivan, been absent 
the proceedings around town would have 
been about as spectacular as a coroner’s 
Inquest. 

Chicago furnished all of thd fireworks 
that were visible to the naked eye aside 
from a small splurge made by the In- 
dianapolis Democracy that lifted a few 
brief shouts for Vice President Marehail 
and many for Tom Taggart. 

The Chicago Democracy started early 
and was going late and didn’t stop for 
rest. The three trainloads went almost 
directly last night to the five river steam- 
ers on which the Chicago men are sleep- 
ing, when they sleep, and didn't reach the 
St. Louis loop district until about 10 
o'clock this morning.

A.—I asked Marion in regard to 
her regularity, thinking she might have 
been znemic. Her mother said she had 
been regular.

PERSPIRATION FROM POISON. 


Q.—In cases of cyanide poisoning, pers- 
piration springs out over the entire body? 
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A.—I am not familiar with the action of 
cyanide. 

Q.—Do you think you could determine 
from the appearance whether the pow- 
der in Marion Lambert's hand was a dry 
powder originally or had been in solution?

In 1904 in St. Louis the Democrats knew that 
they had to nominate Judge Alton B. Parker, but 
they managed to preserve the appearance of hap- 
pivess.

When George Brennan cannot start something in 
a Democratic convention there is something organ- 
ically wrong with the party. It is sick and knows 
it. It must be sick or it could not have the Hon. 
William Jennings Bryan in its midst as a reporter— 
and as nothing else—and not, with a full sense of 
its recent past and of Mr. Bryan's past, die of 
laughing.

‘ ROUGHING IT. 


There fs a notion in our citizen army of na- 
tional guardsmen that to be a soldier one must 
also be ortable. To become a soldier with- 
out suffering every sort of physical- discomfort, 
much of which could be prevented, ig not being a 
soldier at all It is going on a picnic. 

As a result our regular army has not sufficient 
equipment. It goes from place to place the hardest 
way usually. It cocks ite food the hardest way. 
American inventiveness has made even hazardous 
occupations not uncomfortable and it could do the 
game for the soldier. But it does not. 

There, for instance, is just one cook wagon with 


the soldiers in Mexico. Oook wagons are popular 


in Germany. They go with the troops and provide 
them with well prepared food with the least pos- 
sible effort and logs of time. As much is done for 
the physical comfort and health of the soldiers as 
circumstances will allow. 

In the army, but in the national guard of this 
country especially, the men are supposed to “ rough 
it.” Like inexperienced campers they want to glory 
in abnegation. To accept all comforts possible un- 
der the circumstances would seem to be not playing 
the game. 

Field service is not a Sunday school picnic or any- 
thing like one, but it is also not a game to see how 
much the individual can get along without or how 
near to nature he can live. That sort of notion is 
best left to amateur campers and nature cranks. 


CHINA’S DISTURBED SLUMBERS. 
Those who read Jesse F. Steiner’s article about 
Japan and China in last Sunday’s Trrsune may 
or may not remember that Japan and China pro- 
tested our immigration bill. The chances are that 
they have forgotten that China had any opinioa 
about immigration at all. Perhaps they will remem- 
ber that Japan won a victory over our government 
and compelled us to modify the provisions of the im- 
migration bill. But no one pays any attention to 
what China wants or remembers that she wants 
anything. 

It was a diplomatic situation which no one con- 
sidered important enough to take seriously, and Dr. 
Wellington Koo, the ambassador, probably thought 
himself fortunate to get ten lines in the daily pa- 
pers. Measured by dreadnaughts and battle cruis- 
ers, China’s protests amount in the public eye to 
just exactly nothing at all. There is no question in 
this country about keeping Chinamen out. They 
must be kept out. But at present China cannot even 
make exclusion a live issue in this country. 

But this protest of Dr. Koo is not tLe last protest 
We shall hear from the Chinese. The Chinese are 
already writing in the newspapers about the will 
of the people,” and they have been fighting, al- 
though they are pacifists, for an idea of government. 
The will of the people” in China is mostly a desire 
to get enough to eat. At present that desire cannot 
get out of China. But roads are being built and 
people are learning to read. The Chinese are begin- 
ning to know that there is a place such as the United 
States in the world, and that here there is enough 
food thrown away to keep half a province, and that 
it in not necessary to kill off children because of too 


many empty stomachs. 
Mr. Steiner shows us that Chinese are both too

numerous and too fertile. There are over four hun- 
dred million of them, and they are hungry. They 
are learning that in some countries they would not 
be hungry. | 

Some time we may have to listen to the Chinese. 


AVOID A RUINOUS STRIKE. 

It is time the interstate commerce commission 
stepped into the dispute between the railroad man- 
agers and the four strongest unions of employés. 
There is apparently danger of a strike. The em- 
ployés have refused arbitration of the whole sub 
ject of wages and demand only an arbitration of 
their demands. 7 : ' 

Such a stand means that they care nothing for 
the justice of the wages, or seeing justice done to 
the thousands of railway employés not in any of 
the four brotherhoods. They care nothing about 
the future prosperity of railroads themselves and 
nothing about the public. All they want is the 
money. For it is money and not a shorter day that 
they obviously want. 

But ‘whatever the merits of their demands are 
they have taken a stand which shows they are not 
interested in the merits. They have not yet got 
it through their heads that the railroads are more 
than semi-public and that they are quite as thor- 
oughly public servants as school teachers or police- 
men. 

They should have wages commensurate with their 
services. But they should not be allowed to hold 
up the public by holding up the railroads. 

The interstate commerce commission has no legal 
place in these proceedings. It should force its way 
in. The public will be back of it if it does. A 
etrike must be avoided. 


KEEP GOING. 

After months of hard and monotonous work Judge 
Brentano has completed the Twelfth street assess- 
ment cases now asks that whatever appeals are 
made be ected without delay. 

It is to be hoped this will be done and the matte 
closed as expeditiously as possible. Fortunately 
actual work on the first great feature of the city 
plan may be begun at once, and we trust will give 
a needed impetus to the other features now blocked 
by various obstacles legal and official. 

Mr. Wacker and the plan commission deserve the 
thanks and congratulations of the city for the in- 
defatigable service now beginning to show concrete 
results. The officials and citizens whose inaction or 
obstruction retards the boulevard link and the south 
shore driveway may be inclined to adopt a more 
public spirited attitude. We of this generation 
want to see the new city before we die. The rate 
of progress achieved in the city plan is not credita- 
ble to the “ We Will” motto of modern Chicago. 


PROGRESSIVISM VS. DEMOCRACY. 

Democratic leaders may safely attempt a flirta- 
tion with the Progressive party. They will not be 
arrested for mashing. But they may as well pre- 
pare themselves for an unresponsive stare. The 
Progressive party may decide to remain indepen- 
dent, to fight it out alone, but if there is any serious 
flirting to be done it will be with the Republicans. 
They have seen four years of Mr. Wilson’s de 
mocracy and they will not care for further ac- 
qua intance. 

Four years ago Democracy was able to parade as 
a liberal party. It had Mr. Wilson, a former col- 
lege president and a man who made good literary 
speeches. It was commonly said then, “ What a 
pity that two liberals are opposing each other.” 
The Democrats drew a considerable number of dis 
gusted Republican votes from the north. But four 
years have shown the Democratic party to be still 
a party of localism and decentralization, where the 
Progressives see the need of nationalism and cen- 
tralization. Mr. Wilson may still be a liberal, but 
he ig not the kind of liberal the Progressive 
wants. He is not their kind. 

The Progressives believe in universal military 
service. The Democrats believe in James Hay, in 
Kitchin and Tavenner. The Progressives. believe 
in a budget system. The Democrats believe in the 
Humphrey flood control reclamation bill, the Muscle 
Shoals nitrate plant, in the old kind of rivers and 
harbors bill. The Progressives are aware of the 
necessity of meeting a new era in this country 
that of industrialism. It was the Republicans in 
congress, aided by a few Democrats, who passed the 
child labor bill. 

Democratic leaders may try to make the party 
more attractive by pinning on a few social justice 
roses, stolen out of the Progressive convention, but 
they cannot make themselves thereby any more 
presentable. 


REGULATING BUSINESS. 

If the attack of President Van Hise of Wisconsin 
university on the Sherman and Clayton anti-trust 
acts is indicative of a changing attitude in America 
toward business and industry, the United States is 
on the high road to sound organization and success. 

There is no reason, according to Van Hise, for 
prohibiting codperation, so long as codperation is 
not detrimental to public welfare. He would guard 
public welfare not by attacking codperation but by 
fostering it and regulating it. For that purpose he 
advocated the emendation of the anti-trust laws 
to permit elimination of wasteful competition. 

Present American methods of regulating busine<s 
have been to fight business. The idea is that a big 
and efficient corporation is dangerous and the way 
to make it less dangerous is to hamstring it. Pub- 
lic clamor against trusts did not lead to intelligent 
regulation, but it made trust baiting a popular sport 
of politicians. The only people to benefit were the 
insiders, and they grew rich. 

The inevitable consequences of such a course have 
deen to encourage administrative corruption and to 
encourage waste. In big natural industries, like 
lamber, it has been found legally impossible to get 
the full benefit of by-products because a profitable 
and economical use of lumber would involve limi- 
tation of output. 

Smashing trusts has been expensive to the United 
States and has made their regulation more difficult 
oy destroying the most effectual means of con- 
trolling them. ) 

What we have insisted upon in this country hes 
been the punishment of strength and efficiency.

From 5 per cent vege- 
table 3 per cent carbohydrates would be 
abstracted; a 10 per cent, 6 per cent; from 
a 20 per cent, 12 per cent. 

In the starvation treatment of dia- 
betea the patient begins eating with a 
diet limited so far as vegetables, fruits, 
and nuts are concerned to members of 
the 5 per cent group. At first he only 
takes five ounces a day. Later he in- 
creases the quantity. 

The need of regulating the quantity is 
easy to understand. Twenty ounces of 
lettuce contain as much starch as five 
ounces of potatoes. 

Nothing is gained from limiting one’s 
diet to the 5 per cent group if one eats an 
enormous quantity. Those who are in- 
terested or should be interes¢ed in this 
list are not limited to diabetics. The 
obese are nearly as much so. By follow- 
ing this list they can eat rather freely 
without exceeding the sugar and starch 
limit. It ts of interest to all who for any 
reason must limit their use of starch and 
sugar. 

If sugar is added to the strawberries 
(for example) or the eggplant is fried in 
batter (for example) the figures ‘* don’t

Traugott von Jagow from the post of 
president and chief of the police of Ber- 
lin and transferred him to the relatively 
unimportant post of head of the police at 
Breslau. 

Traugott von Jagow, who must not be 
confounded with his cousin, Gottlieb von 
Dow, secretary of state for foreign at- 
fairs, is a former captain of the Third 
Lancer regiment of the Prussian guard, 
and was appointed to the direction of the 
Berlin police some six years ago, on ac- 
count of his Schneidigkeit —that is to 
say, his dash and vigor—in dealing with 
difficulties. He is a typical Prussian 
cavalry officer of the ultraconservative 
type, who affects contempt for every 
civilian. He has shown these peculiari- 
ties to the utmost, while in police con- 
trol of Berlin, distinguishing himself by 
the severity with which he has treated 
American newspaper correspondents, es- 
pecially prior to the present war and dur- 
ing the early weeks thereof. 

Scion of one of the oldest families. of 
the petty nobility of Prussia, members of 
which figure prominently in the annals 
‘of Germany as far back as in 1364, he 
attracted worldwide attention, when, 
after the sabering of a lame, unarmed 
cobbler at Zabern, in Alsace, by young 
Lieut. Baron von Forstner, he contributed 
his share to the controversy on the sub- 
(ject by writing a letter over his own 
isignature in the columns of the Berlin 
“ Kreuz-Zeitung,” condemning the ver- 
dict of the courtmartial, which had sen- 
tenced the young officer to dismissal from 
the German army, and to a term of im- 
prisonment. 

If Von Jagow has now been demoted, it 
is because it has been shown that his

Queen Christina of Spain has just lost 
one of her oldest friends, the widowed 
Duchess of Bailen, their friendship dat- 
ing from the time when the duke was 
sent by the late King Alfonso XII to re- 
quest, the then Archduchess Christina's 
hand in marriage. It is to the duchess 
that San Sebastian owes the high favor 
which it has enjoyed with the reigning 
house since the beginning of the present 
reign—that is to say, for the last thirty 
years. For the duchess owned the palace 
of Ayete, at San Sebastian, and, when 
in the infancy of the present king sea 
air was ordered for him, she placed her 
palace there with its exquisite grounds 
at her disposal, and Christina occupied it 
every summer with her children, until 
the completion of her own palace and 
park of Miramar. 

The duchess, partly by reason of this 
friendship of the queen, and partly, too, 
by her cleverness, and also by her great 
wealth, was one of the most powerful 
figures in the great world of Madrid, this, 
too, in spite of the fact that she was not 
of illustrious lineage. Her palace on the 
Alcala street at Madrid was a favorite 
rendezvous of society giroughout the 
Madrilene season, and fhe scene of a 
continuous round of hospitality, the 
duchess being, however, renowned for 
her exclusiveness, an exclusiveness per- 
haps due to her lack of blut V od. Thurs-

be found assembled in her salons, one of 
which was entirely adorned with a cele- 
brated and now inimitable Retiano por- 
celain, which is absolutely priceless. 

The duchess was the daughter of an 
enormously rich financier of the name of 
Colado, who amassed a fortune by army 
contracts through his intimate friend- 
ship with Gen. Espartero, the then 
premier and regent. He was, like Es- 
partero, an advanced Liberal, whereas 
his daughter affected the most ultra- 
conservatism. She was a duchess in her 
own right, owing to her having been 
created Duchess of Castrejon by Pope 
Leo XIII. in recognition of the many char- 
itable institutions which she founded or 
maintained in Spain. 

Her husband, who died a number of 
years ago, and who spent many years 
in the diplomatic service as ambassador 
in the various capitals of Europe, was a 
grandson: of that Spanish general, Cas- 
taros, wh was created Duke of Ballen 
in 1814 by King Ferdinand VII. on his 
restoration for the victory which he had 
won in the immediate vicinity of the town 
of Bailey, at the foot of the Sierra 
Morena, over the French, in June, 1808.

Col. Georges Renaudeau d Arc of the 
French cavalry, who has just passed 
away at the Chaptal hospital in Paris, 
Was à veteran of the war of 1870, who, in 
spite of his age, had insisted upon re- 
ceiving military employment at the out- 


set of the present international con- 


flagration, and who has now succumbed 
to a wound received at the front. He was 
a lineal and authentic descendant from 
the eldest brother of Joan of Are. 

Already two years prior to her being 
burned at the stake, Charles VII. had 
bestowed patents of hereditary nobility 
upon her father and mother, and upon 
her brothers, the patent expressly stip- 
ulating that the nobility accorded in re- 
ward for her services should descend in 
the female as well as in the male line 
of the posterity of her brothers. This 
was @ terribly tall order, for it meant 
that anyone who was able to trace his 
descent in any way from Jacques d’Arc 
and from his wife, Isabelle Romée, par- 
ents of the Maid of Orleans, was entitled 
to the rank and prerogatives of a French 
noble. So great was the crowd of pre- 
tended descendants that a hundred years 
later Henry II. issued a decree restrict- 
ing the nobles claiming descent from 
Joan of Arc’s parents to those who 
were living in knightly fashion and w 
had means adequate to support their 
rank. In 1614 Louis XIII. issued a still 
further decree, announcing that no fur- 
ther applications for patents of nobility 
based on descent either in the male or in 
the female line from the parents of the 
Maid of Orleans would be granted under 
any circumstances whatever. 

Since this decree of Louis XIII., nearly 
300 years ago, there has been an extra- 
ordinary decline in the number of bona- 
fide descendants of the parents of the 
Maid of Orleans, a decline to which the 
extinction through massacres, emigra- 
tion, and the ruin of so many families at 
the time of the great revolution in 1993 
has no doubt contributed. In fact, there 
are barely twenty families left that can 
show a perfectly authentic descent from 
the parents of the Maid of Orleans, 
among them the Counts de Maleyasie, 
whose descent is in the female line, and 
the Meloions d' Are, and the Renatudeau 
d Arcs, who can prove a direct descent 
in the male line. 

As such, they are entitled to bear the 
arms granted to the Maid of Orleans by 
Charles VII. nearly 500 years ago.

Two Women Held. 

The women taken into custody is Helen 
Morgan, also known as Mrs. Helen 
Schultz, and said to know all five auto 
bandits. The five men are nameless at 
present from departmental policy, al- 
though one is said to be the Schultz 
woman's husband. 

A mild third degree was staged in Capt. 
Charles Larkin's office at night in which 
the bureau's girl witness of the killing 
was suddenly thrust into the room to 
confront the suspects. The police re-, 
fused to give out any report ofthe suc- 
cegs or failure of the maneuver. : 

ne story told by the girl, whose name 
is to be Grace Lytle of 17 Aberdeen 
street, confirms other evidence obtained 
by the police that the slayers of Police- 
man Malow were not of the same party 
that held up and robbed Raymond Mc- 
Donnell and his friends motoring on the 
Summit road from Desplaines. 


Questioned for. Hours. 

The Lytle girl, who is only 17, and the 
mother of a 2 weeks old baby, underwent 
the closest questioning for hours in the 
office of Capt. Charles L. Larkin, acting 
chief of detectives. 

Chief of Police Healey himself took a 
hand in forcing the story from the pale, 
frightened girl. After many contradie- 
tions Miss Lytle is said to have finaly told

One n whose name the 
young woman gave as Wilson,’ “ hang- 
er-on around a west side cafe, is being 
sought also. He ie said to have been one 
of the murder party. 

Capt. Charles Larkin refused to give 
out full details of the girl's story at night. 

All I can say is that I am absolutely 
certain the gang which held up the Mc- 
Donnell automobile ia not the same that 
murdered the policeman,“ he said. 


Two Autos Found. 

The two stolen autos, from which the 
Oak Park policemen were shot, have been 
recovered. One was left standing at Cuy- 
ler and Washington street, where Police- 
man Malow was killed, and the occu- 
pants fied. It im the property of Fred H. 
Simmons of 5007 Prairie avenue and wag 
stolen on Tuesday night. 

The other, belonging to H. Boardman 
Conover, was stolen the same night from 
in front of 400 Lake Shore drive, and was 
abandoned by the bandits at Harrison 
street and Hermitage avenue. Two bul- 
let holes were found in the tonneau. These 
were fired by Policeman Lindhe in his 
game pursuit, which he kept up until 
dropped by the fire from the auto. j 


How Girl Was Found. 
The finding of the Lytle girl was as 
dramatic almost as any event of the 
night.

BOARD SEIZES 
CONTROL OVER 
TEACHERS’ JOBS 


Tenure of Office Is Set at One 
Year by School Trustees 
in 11 to 6 Vote, « 


FEDERATION WILL PROTEST. 


The board of education passed a rule 
yesterday which makes the tenure of of- 
fice of a school teacher only one year. In 
the past the position has been permanent 
go long as the teacher was marked em- 
cient by principal and district superin- 
tendent. The object of the rule, accord- 
ing to the trustees who favored it, is to 
eliminate inefficient teachers. It was 
passed by a vote of 11 to & 

Delegations from civic organizations 
and the federation of labor were not per- 
mitted to be heard on the floor of the 
board. 


Meeting on Saturday. 

After the meeting. of the board Miss 
Mary McDowell called a session of tf 
citizens’ committee, and it was decided 
to hold a massmeeting of protest on 
Saturday at 1:30 p. m. at the Auditorium 
theater. Pe 

The call states that the meeting Is 
to consider and act upon the situation 
created by the passage of the amend- 
ment striking out the meritorious serv- 
ice clause from the rules governing the 
election of teachers. The meeting will 
seek to prevent the return to the pull 
system.” 


Promise of Fight. 

It is expected that the rule will be used 
against the Chicago Teachers’ federation. 
The annua! election of teachers will come 
up today before the school management 
committee. No names will be dropped 
from the list which goes to the committee. 
The board probably will act separately on 
the teachers who are to be discharged 
when the election of teachers comes be- 
fore the full board next Wednesday. 

I T. Greenacre, attorney for the feder- 
ation, said that the action of the board 
then will determine the legal action of the 
federation. He said that if the board at- 
tempts to violate the injunction which 


| the federation has secured against the 


enforcement of the Loeb rule, contempt 
of court proceedings will be brought. The 
injunction order has been appealed to the 
Supreme court. 


Here Is Vote. 

The board action came after a heated 
discussion which was interrupted at 
times by cheers and hisses in the audi- 
ence. At one time Jacob M. Loeb, presi- 


warned the audience that if it did not 
stop its demonstrations, the room would 
be cleared. The vote on the rule was as

Max Loeb Tries to Table. 

A trial vote on the question came early 

in the meeting, when Max Loeb moved to 
lay on the table the motion to adopt the 
rule. The vote was 11 to 6 against laying 
on the table, with the lineup the same as 
on the original motion. 
While it was generally considered by - 
those interested in stopping the passage 
of the rule that the Teachers’ federation 
was the objective, no mention of the fed- 
eration was made. Mr. Eckhart was the 
only one who gave the slighest hint that 
the rule was directed against that organi- 
zation, and later he asserted that, so far 
as he knew, the rule was aimed at no par- 
ticular group. 


Ten Per Cent Inefficient. 

I believe that 10 per cent of the teach- 
ers are inefficient,” said Mr. Eckhart, 
„instead of less than a hundredth part of 
1 per cent. Why is it impassible to dis- 


the invisible government, an invisible or- 
ganization that takes the place of the 
board of education. 

The principals are afraid to mark the 
teachers inefficient because if they do 
their positions are in jeopardy. In our 
present system the front door is open and 
the rear door is closed. I think the rear 
door ought to be open, and the front door 
closely guarded. Teachers should be ad- 
mitted only by a rigid examination. Then 
there can be no indiscriminate discharg- 
ing of teachers in order to give other peo- 
ple their jobs.” 

Mrs. Gallagher was the first to oppose 
the rule. She said that the old rule had 
been passed in 1889, and that if it was not 
satisfactory to the present board it was 
the fault of the trustees and not of the 
rule. Mr. Otis urged that action be post- 
poned until a committee could look up 
the methods of other cities in getting rid 
of inefficient teachers. Max Loeb asked 
that Miss Mary McDowell and the dele- 
gations crow ded in the board roomt bo 
permitted to be heard, but President Loeb 
ruled that the request was out of order. 

“J have heard the same storm of pro- 
test whenever the board has sought to 
change its rules,” said Dr. Clemensen. 
“YT have heard that same bark by people 
who have nothing else to do, and if it does 
not stop it will ruin the schools. This rule 
will only put all of the teachers on an 
equal footing.” 

Miss Margaret Haley said at the close 
of the meeting that it was the most out- 
mageous proceeding she had ever seen.

New York, June 14.—A continuance of 
the conference between representatives 
of 350,000 railroad workers and their em- 
ployers, called to avert a possible gen- 
eral strike involving all the roads in 
the United States, hinged tonight upon.
